The Committee on Armed Services, to whom was referred the bill 
(H. R. 5871) to provide for the administration of the Central Inte^- 
gence Agency, established pursuant to section 102, National Security 
Act of 1947, and for other purposes, having considered the same, report 
favorably thereon with an amendment and recommend that the bill 
as amended do pass. 

The amendments are as follows : 

On page 4, line 3, strike out the word “ofEcials'' and insert in lieu 
thereof the word “officers”. 

On page 4, line 6, strike out the word “officials” and insert in lieu 
thereof the word “officem”. 

Ori page 4, line 9, after the word “its” add the words “officers 
and”. 

On page 5, strike out line 25 and on page 26 strike out lines 1 
through 4, inclusive, and substitute in lieu thereof the following: 

(2) Ordei' to the contiiiental United States on leave provided for in 5 U. S. C. 
30, 30a, 30b, or as such sections may hereafter be amended, every officer and 
employee of the Agency who is a citizen of the United State.s, upon completion 
of two years’ continuous service abroad, or as .soon as possible thereafter: Pro- 
vided, That such officer or employee ha.s accrued to his credit at the time of such 
order, annual leave sufficient to carry him in a pay .status while in the United 
States for at least a 30-day period. 

On page 6, linn 14, strike out the words “sailing or flight” and 
insert in lieu thereof the word “transportation”. 

On page 6, line 18, strike out tlie word “he” and insert in lion 
thereof the words “the Agency head”.

SECTION 4. (a) Any officer or employee of the Agency 

may be assigned or detailed for special insbnaction, 
research, or training, at or wJ.th domestic or foreign 
public or private institutions; trade, labor, agricul- 
tural, ; or scientific associations; courses or training 
programs under the National Military Establisliment; or 
commercial -turms , 

(b) The Agency sliall, under such regulations as 
the Director may prescribe, pay the tuition and other 
expenses of officers and employees of the Agency 
assigned or detailed in accordance with provisions of 
sub-section (a) of this section, in addition to the pay 
and allowances to which such officers and employees may 
be otherwise entitled. 
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
